The sentiments, and business, social, and gov- 
ernmental pressures involved in the widely 
accepted own-your-own-home tradition are 
coldly analyzed on the assumption that homes 
are aids to healthy family living and not 
merely a commodity useful to the real estate 
industry. Discussion covers difficulties that 
arise under present conditions in financing the 
home, changing structure and needs of the 
family, and changing neighborhoods. The 
place of home ownership in the broad move- 
ment of housing and planning is only briefly 
evaluated.

The 
author, whose feelings on his subject are un- 
equivocal and strong, nevertheless confines 
himself to historical facts in pleading his case 
for enlightened reforms in the conduct of U.S. 
foreign policy. Moreover, he offers specific 
proposals to achieve such reforms which he 
submits are necessary if the U.S. is to exer- 
cise a postwar influence in world affairs com- 
mensurate with her responsibility.

The statement is 
concise, and is the result of research for the 
Committee for economic development.

Intended for amateur naturalists and teachers 
as a guide to aquarium-suited fauna that can 
be found in Michigan and other midwest re- 
gions. The fish, amphibians, snakes, and tur- 
tles suggested are for the relatively small 
thirty by fifteen by fifteen inch aquarium al- 
though all fauna are much larger than the 
popular tropical fish. The book is a compan- 
ion to the author’s Field guide to lower 
aquarium animals (1939. 186p. Cranbrook in- 
stitute of science, $1.50; paper, $1. 40-865).

It is an informal, enthusi- 
astic account of classes in cooking, canning, 
sewing, displays at fairs, marketing, and 4-H 
groups among both the white and Negro 
population.

Animal behavior is explained in the light of 
field observations and laboratory experiments 
on intelligence and emotion. The material is 
derived largely from the studies of the au- 
thor’s husband at the American museum of 
natural history and covers the instincts, learn- 
ing ability, social organization, courtship, pa- 
rental conduct, and play of many mammals, 
fishes, birds, and insects. Nontechnical, will 
serve as a general introduction to the subject.

The author of Sea food cookery (Booxutst 40: 
299, My 1 44) follows much the same pattern 
for eggs which she did in the earlier book for 
fish, but omits menus. Devoting the first 
three chapters to general information about 
eggs—their nutritive value, selection, storage, 
and home preservation—she proceeds in the 
following 20 chapters to give easily followed 
instructions not only on ways to cook eggs 
alone, but on ways in which they may be 
combined with other foods to make nutritive 
and attractive dishes.

The precarious job 
of commandeering both ships and supplies 
and of getting them through mine-infested 
waters and across enemy-infested land is an 
account which needs only the facts to make it 
high adventure. Jugoslav personalities with 
whom the author worked, including Tito him- 
self, add both a personal touch to the narra- 
tive and a degree of clarification to the con- 
fusing Balkan scene.

The author 
was formerly a lawyer in Athens, educated in 
part in the U.S. While investigating a mine 
in the mountains he made friends with the. 
villagers and joined their forces when the 
Italians invaded. It was heroic resistance by 
hungry, poorly equipped patriots, and it was 
so successful that the Nazis were obliged to 
come to the help of their Italian allies. Dur- 
ing Nazi occupation the author escaped from 
starving Athens and made his way to Egypt.

A thoughtful picture of the Soviet Union at 
war and an understanding though not uncriti- 
cal appraisal of some phases of the country’s 
social system, by a Christian Science Monitor 
reporter who has worked, lived, and studied 
in Russia for six years. Firsthand accounts of 
many of the same episodes reported by W. L. 
White in Report on the Russians (BooKList 
41:223, Ap 1 45) are given, taking into account 
a historical perspective from which the author 
believes the Soviet experiment must be 
viewed. A warm, sympathetic humor in re- 
counting certain events is reminiscent of Er- 
skine Caldwell’s All out on the road to 
Smolensk (Bookuist 38:249, Mr 15 42).

Twenty-four hours brought birth, death, and 
climaxes in the personal affairs of the staff of 
an English hospital. With all the nurses rac- 
ing to keep up with a rigid schedule, a fright- 
ened apprentice nurse survived her first day’s 
work, a young doctor’s haste cost him a job, 
and a woman doctor made her choice between 
marriage and an independent career. Readers 
with a taste for hospital stories may like it, 
for the detail of British hospital routine, but 
the romances are secondary.

A short historical story of the first American 
invasion of Africa. In 1805, General William 
Eaton, fighting the Barbary pirates, led a few 
marines and a motley army across terrain 
made familiar in the recent African campaign. 
He was assured of peace and trading privi- 
leges for the U.S. if he could restore the ruler 
of Tripoli whose throne had been usurped. 
When victory was certain General Eaton’s 
triumph was nullified by the diplomats who 
made a compromise peace with the usurper.

This third of the author’s novels of Nashville 
describes the “Athens of the South” as it be- 
came conscious of the slow decay of its beauty 
and as it began its efforts at rebuilding. Hunt 
Justice, a boy who loves beautiful buildings 
and grows up to plan them for Nashville, is 
the central figure around whom the driver 
of the earlier books, Mrs. Polk, and well- 
known Tennesseans revolve.
